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DETAILED ACTION 

It is noted that the application contains three claims with the number 52. Under 
Rule 126 the claims have been renumbered and will be referred to as such. The first 
presented claim 52 will remain, the second claim 52 has been renumbered 53, and the 
third 52 has been renumbered 54. The remaining claims have been renumbered 
accordingly. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-58, drawn to a method for sequentially separating components of 
milk, classified in class 426, subclass 422. 

II. Claims 59-76, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 99. 

III. Claims 77-79, drawn to a method of milk separation, classified in class 
426, subclass 422. 

IV. Claim 80, drawn to a a-lactalbumin-enriched soluble milk protein 
concentrate, classified in class 426, subclass 657. 

V. Claim 81 , drawn to a p-lactoglobulin and a-lactalbumin-enriched whey 
protein isolate, classified in class 426, subclass 657. 

VI. Claim 82, drawn to a sialyllactose-enriched whey protein isolate, classified 
in class 426, subclass 657. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process. 

Inventions I and IV, Inventions I and V, and Inventions I and VI are related as 
process of making and product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the 
following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used to make other and 
materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the products as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process. 

Inventions II and IV, Inventions II and V, and Inventions II and VI are related as 
apparatus and product made. The inventions in this relationship are distinct if either or 
both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the apparatus as claimed is not an obvious 
apparatus for making the product and the apparatus can be used for making a different 
product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially 
different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different apparatus. 
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Inventions III and I, II, IV-VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
